GA PLENARY-ADDRESS BY AUSTRIAL FEDERAL CHANCELLOR 

AUSTRIAN FEDERAL CHANCELLOR KREISKY, AT GA PLENARY NO. 1 1 
CALLED SPECIFICIALLY TO HEAR HIM, SUGGESTED THREE-PHASE 
SOLUTION OF WORLD S ENERGY PROBLEM, URGED MILITARY STANDSTILL 
IN ME, AND SPOKE OF AUSTRIA'S OFFER TO UN OF CONFERENCE 
FACILITIES. THREE-PHASE SOLUTION TO WORLD S ENERGY PROBLEM, 

TO BE CARRIED OUT WITHIN NEXT FEW MONTHS, COULD BE WORKING 
OUT OF COMMON ENERGY POLICY AMONG INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES, 
FOLLOWED BY WIDER COOPERATION BETWEEN THEM AND OIL- 
PRODUCING COUNTRIES, AND LATER BETWEEN THOSE TWO GROUPS AND 
OTHER DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE ASKED IF SITUATION 
COULD BE TOLERATED WHERE GOODS THAT ARE OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 
BOTH TO PRODUCING AND TO CONSUMING COUNTRIES ARE SUBIECT 
TO WHIMS OF SPECULATION, AND SAID ULTIMATELY IT WAS TO UN 
AND ITS SPECIALIZED BODIES THAT WORLD LOOKED FOR ANSWER. 

IT WAS IN OIL-PRODUCING COUNTRIES' OWN INTEREST TO HELP 
FIND SOLUTIONS WHICH WOULD PREVENT ECONOMIC WORLD CRISIS. 

HE COULD IMAGINE THAT AT UN "SET OF IDEAS OF SUCH CLARITY 
AND FORCE MIGHT EMERGE THAT THEY WOLD COMMAND MORAL 
AUTHORITY NECESSARY TO EXERT INFLUENCE THROUGHOUT WORLD. 1 ' 
KREISKY SPOKE OF URGENT STEPS NECESSARY TO HELP "FOURTH 
WORLD" COUNTRIES, AND URGED JOINT EFFORTS BY RAW-MATERIAL- 
PRODUCER COUNTRIES AND INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS. 

ON MIDDLE EAST, KREISKY URGED "MILITARY STANDSTILL," AND 
STRESSED NEED TO AVOID "CONFRONTATIONS INVOLVING OTHER 
CONTINENTS." HE SAID FACT MOVEMENT EMPLOYS TERRORIST 
METHODS DETRACTED FROM ITS CREDIBILITY AND ETHICAL MOTIVES, 
BUT, HE ADDED, WE SHOULD NOT PASS JUDGMENT BEFORE MOVEMENT 
HAS HAD CHANCE TO PROVE ITS MORAL AND POLITICAL RESPONSIBILITY. 
HE APPEALED TO ALL PARTICIPANTS IN PALESTINE DEBATE NOT TO 
FORGET THAT WHAT WAS AT STAKE WAS "FATE OF HUMAN BEINGS 
WHOSE REAL WISH IS TO LIVE IN PEACE." KREISKY MENTIONED 
AUSTRIA'S PARTICIPATION IN UN PEACEKEEPING FORCES AND 
REFERRED TO GOA OFFER TO UN OF CONFERENCE FACILITIES AND 
OFFICE SPACE IN NEW VIENNA COMPLEX, ADDING AUSTRIA'S 
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EFFORTS COULD BE RECOGNIZED THROUGH UN DECISION THAT WOULD 
BE "ACT OF RECOGNITION OF OUR PERMANENT NEUTRALITY." 

COMITE 1 -DISARMAMENT 

GENERAL DEBATE ON 12 DISARMAMENT ITEMS WAS COMPLETED IN 
COMITE NOV. 1 1 WITH STATEMENTS BY REPS OF SRI LANKA, IRAN, 
CAMEROON, CHILE, BRAZIL, INDIA, NEPAL, NEW ZEALAND, 
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MONGOLIA, MALI, PERU, BURUNDI, FINLAND, BHUTAN, MAURITIUS, 

ZAIRE AND BAHRAIN. FOLLOWING TWO DRAFT RESES CONCERNING 
PROTOCOLS TO TLATELOLCO TREATY, SPONSORED BY 19 LA'S, 

WERE CIRCULATED: RELATING TO ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL H WOULD 
HAVE GA URGE USSR TO SIGN AND RATIFY THAT PROTOCOL (L. 685), 

AND RELATING TO ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL I WOULD HAVE GA URGE REMAINING 
TWO STATES WHICH UNDER TREATY MAY BECOME PARTIES TO THAT PROTOCOL 
TO SIGN AND RATIFY IT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE SO THAT TERRITORIES FOR 
WHICH THEY ARE INTERNATIONALLY RESPONSIBLE MAY RECEIVE 
BENEFITS DERIVED FROM TREATY (L. 686). 

REP OF SRI LANKA INTRODUCED DRAFT RES ON INDIAN OCEAN 
RECOMMENDED BY IOPZ AD HOC COMITE (A/9629). CHAIRMAN STATED 
COMITE WILL BEGIN CONSIDERATION OF AND VOTING ON SPECIFIC 
DRAFT RESES NOV. 12, AND HE URGED DELS TO SUBMIT DRAFTS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE. 

WDC WITH PARTICIPATION OF ALL STATES WAS SUPPORTED BY 
MONGOLIA, PERU, BURUNDI, ZAIRE (THOUGH NOT USEFUL IN NEAR 
FUTURE), INDIA, BHUTAN, AND MAURITIUS; IRAN FAVORED STEP- 
BY-STEP APPROACH. SOVIET REDUCTION OF BUDGETS PROPOSAL WAS 
ENDORSED BY CAMEROON, CHILE, INDIA, MONGOLIA AMONG OTHERS, 

WHILE SRI LANKA CALLED IT ACADEMIC SINCE THERE WAS NO 
AGREEMENT ON WHAT WERE "MILITARY EXPENDITURES." IRAN, 

BHUTAN, MAURITIUS, BAHRAIN, INDIAN AND NEPAL SPOKE IN 
FAVOR OF IOPZ. MALI, BURUNDI AND BAHRAIN ENDORSED NFZ'S, 

NEW ZEALAND SUPPORTED FINNISH PROPOSAL FOR STUDY, AND 
CAMEROON FAVROED CCD STUDY. BAHRAIN, SRI LANKA AND NEPAL 
THOUGHT SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL WORTHY OF CAREFUL STUDY, AND 
IRAN AND FINLAND SAID IT SHOULD BE STUDIED BY CCD. INDIA 
WELCOMED PROPOSAL, PERU FOUND IT INTEREST, BUT BRAZIL 
THOUGHT IT MIGHT BE PREMATURE. 

AMERASINGHE (SIR LANKA), SPEAKING EXCLUSIVELY ABOUT IOPZ, 
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EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO CHINA AND IAPAN FOR PARTICIPATING 
IN IOPZ AD HOC COMITE, APPEALED TO OTHER PERM SC MEMBERS TO 
STATE CLEARLY WHAT PROBLEMS THEY HAD IN RECOGNIZING INDIAN 
OCEAN AS ZONE OF PEACE, AND SAID COUNTRIES OF AREA SHOULD 
RENOUNCE ACQUISITION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON STATES SHOULD DECLARE THEY WILL NOT SEND SUCH WEAPONS 
TO REGION. CONFERENCE OF STATES IN REGION SHOULD TAKE PLACE 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, HE ADDED. FARTASH (IRAN) DECLARED THAT 
INTERNATIONAL RIVALRIES MUST BE EXCLUDED FROM INDIAN OCEAN 
AND SECURITY OF REGION BOLSTERED AND ENHANCED THROUGH 
COOPERATION AMONG COUNTRIES CONCERNED. TANKOUA (CAMEROON) 
CALLED FOR BAN ON AND DESTRUCTION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 

WELL AS BAN ON NAPALM. 

CHILEAN REP HUERTA HOPED COUNTRY THAT INITIATED ROB 
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PROPOSAL WOULD REDUCE ITS MILITARY BUDGET UNILATERALLN 
SETTING EXAMPLE TO OTHER FOUR PERM SC MEMBERS. HE STATED 
NPT NEEDED TO BE STRENGTHENED, ESPECIALLY BY MORE COUNTRIES 
ADHERING TO ITS PROVISIONS. ON OTHER HAND, MACIEL 
(BRAZIL) SAID NPT WAS INEQUITABLE, DISCRIMINATORY AND 
INEFFECTIVE REGARDING NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT AND COULD GIVE 
MONOPOLY OVER PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY IN ABSENCE 
OF INTERNATIONAL REGIME FOR PNES. 

MISHRA (INDIA) SAID THERE WERE ENORMOUS POSSIBILITIES FOR 
HARNESSING ATOMIC ENERGY FOR DEVELOPMENT PURPOSES. ONLY IN 
CONTEXT OF COMPLETE CESSATION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS 
COULD CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN TO POSSIBILITY OF CONCLUDING 
AGREEMENT ON REGULATION OF UNDERGOUND PNES TO BE SIGNED 
BY ALL STATES. IT WAS CLEAR SOUTH ASIA COULD NOT BE 
TREATED IN ISOLATION FOR PURPOSES OF CREATION OF NFZ, 

BECAUSE SOUTH ASIA WAS INTEGRAL PART OF 

ASIAN AND PACIFIC REGION. UPADHYAY (NEPAL) CALLED FOR 

THRESHOLD TREATY ON UNDERGROUND TESTING, COUPLED WITH 

MORATORIUM ON SUCH TESTING BASED ON VERIFICATION BY CHALLENGE, 

AND SAID THERE SHOULD BE INTERNATIONAL REGIME SET UP REGARDING 

PNES. 

TEMPLETON (NEW ZEALAND) SAID EXPLOSION OF NUCLEAR DEVICE IN 
SIXTH COUNTRY THIS YEAR DEMONSTRATED PROLIFERATION HAD 
HAPPENED AND WAS BOUND TO GO HAPPENING IF SO-CALLED NEO- 
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NUCLEAR POWERS WERE NOT PREPARED TO ADOPT SELF-DENYING 
ORDINANCE BY ACCEDING TO NPT. HE SAID QUESTION OF WHETHER 
STATE EXPLODED NT TCI, FAR DEVICE FOR MILITARY OR PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES WAS NOT REALLY RELEVANT TO PROLIFERATION DANGER IF 
THAT STATE WAS NOT PREPARED TO CONDUCT ITS NUCLEAR PROGRAM 
UNDER RECOGNIZED INTERNATIONAL PROCEDURES AND SAFEGUARDS. 
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MONGOLIAN REP DUGERSUREN CALLED FOR BAN ON NAPALM AND OTHER 
INCENDIARY WEAPONS WHICH WERE INCREASINGLY USED AGAINST NATIONAL 
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LIBERATION STRUGGLES. TRAORE (MALI) OPPOSED STRENGTHENING 
OF DIEGO GARCIA NAVAL BASE, CONTENDED DISARMAMENT TALKS 
COVERED ONLY QUANTITATIVE 

REDUCTION, AND THAT THERE HAD BEEN NO SERIOUS APPROACH TO 
LINK BETWEEN DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT. PERUVIAN REP 
PEREZ DE CUELLAR, STATING LA STATES SHOULD REDUCE THEIR 
MILITARY BUDGETS AND CHANNEL SAVINGS FOR DEVELOPMENT, 

EMPHASIZED PRIORITY ITEM FOR CCD REMAINED ENDING OF NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON TESTING. BURUNDI REP DEPLORED MILITARY COOPERATION BETWEEN 
CERTAIN NATO STATES AND SOUTH AFRICA, AND SAID THERE

HYVARIENEN (FINLAND) CONSIDERED CCD AS MAJOR ORGAN FOR 
DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS AND HOPED GA WOULD REQUEST MAJOR 
POWERS TO WORK TOWARD CONCLUSION OF COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN 
TREATY. PENJOR (BHUTAN) THOUGHT COUNTRIES OF INDIAN

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE--ISRAELI PRACTICES 

SPC IN NOV 1 1 MEETING CONTINUED DEBATE ON ISRAELI PRACTICES 
IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS OF SYRIA, 
QATAR, JORDAN, IRAQ, FRANCE, KUWAIT, USSR, INDIA, PRC, 

IRAN, AND AFGHANISTAN. ISRAEL, EGYPT, USSR, KUWAIT, SYRIA, 

JORDAN AND PRC SPOKE IN RIGHT OF REPLY. THREE DRAFT RESES 
ON ISRAELI PRACTICES WERE INTRODUCED. 
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SYRIAN REP ALLEGED ISRAEL REFUSES TO APPLY FOURTH 
GENEVA CONVENTION IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, ARRESTING AND 
DETAINING TENS OF THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE, EXPELLING THEM FROM 
HOMES AND LAND AND ESTABLISHING ISRAELI SETTLEMENTS AND 
KIBBUTZES, EXPLOITING 70,000 WORKERS FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, 
DESTROYING HOMES AND RAZING QUNEITRA WITHOUT CAUSE BEFORE 
RETREATING. ARAB REPS MADE SUPPORTING STATEMENTS, ADDING 
GENERAL COMMENTS ALONG EXPECTED LINES ABOUT ISRAELI 
"DISFIGURING' 1 OF JERUSALEM, "GENOCIDAL" ACTIONS, "POLICY OF 
UNABASHED EXPANSION AND ANNEXATION", NEED TO RETURN ARAB 
AND PALESTINIAN LANDS. ALL OTHER REPS JOINED IN CONDEMNATION OF 
ISRAELI PRACTICES, FRENCH REP TEMPERING CRITICISM WITH 
CALL FOR EFFORTS TO REACH PEACEFUL SOLUTION. SOVIET 
REP ADDED TO CHARGE OF ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION STATEMENT THAT 
ISRAEL RECEIVES $400 MILLION ANNUALLY FROM SINAI OIL WELLS. 
CHINESE STATEMENT SAID ISRAEL DARED COMMIT SO MANY EVILS 
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BECAUSE OF BACKING OF TWO SUPERPOWERS WHO INTENDED TO 
MAINTAIN "NO WAR, NO PEACE" SITUATION IN ORDER TO CONTEND 
FOR SPHERES OF INFLUENCE AND TO GRAB OIL AND STRATEGIC 
POSITIONS IN REGION. ONE SUPERPOWER, SAID PRC REP, 

OPENLY DECLARED COMMITMENT TO ISRAEL AND PROVIDED ECON, 
POLITICAL AND MILITARY SUPPORT, WHILE OTHER "MORE CUNNING 
AND HYPOCRITICAL” MASQUERADED AS BENEFACTOR OF ARABS, 
CONDEMNED ISRAELI ZIONISM, BUT OFFERED ISRAEL ASSISTANCE 
BY SENDING A STEADY FLOW OF MANPOWER. IN BEGGING FOR "MOST 
FAVORED NATION" TREATMENT FROM OTHER SUPERPOWER, PRC REP 
SAID, IT BETRAYED ARAB PEOPLE BY MULTIPLYING RATE OF 
IMMIGRATION TO ISRAEL. 

LATER ISRAELI-ARAB RIGHT OF REPLY EXCHANGE BEGAN WITH ISRAELI 
DENIAL OF DESTRUCTION OF QUNEITRA AND STATEMENT THAT GENEVA 
CONVENTION PERMITS DESTRUCTION OF HOUSES "FOR REASONS 
OF MILITARY NECESSITY". SUCH AS STORAGE OF ARMS. SOVIET REP 
QUOTED LETTER OF THANKS FROM YASIR ARAFAT IN RESPONSE TO 
CHINESE CHARGES; PRC REP REPEATED IN RIGHT-OF REPLY 
EXCHANGE THAT SOVIETS ARE SUPPLYING ISRAEL WITH MANPOWER. 

DRAFT RES SPC L.305 WOULD HAVE GA EXPRESS "GRAVEST CONCERN 
AT CONTINUED AND PERSISTENT DISREGARD BY ISRAEL OF FOURTH 
GENEVA CONVENTION AND OTHER APPLICABLE INTL INSTRUMENTS..."

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KDETAILING LIST OF SPECIFIC CHARGES); COSPONSORS ARE 
AFGHANISTAN, GUINEA, INDONESIA, MALAYSIA, MALL PAKISTAN 
AND PHILIPPINES. SECOND DRAFT RES (L. 306) WOULD HAVE GA 
REAFFIRM THAT GENEVA CONVENTION IS APPLICABLE TO OCCUPIED

US DEL (MOUSKY) STATED THAT US CONSIDERS PREAMBULAR PARA

AND/OR UNDP AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE ACTIVITIES, AND THAT

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COMITE CONTINUED DEBATE ON UNDP, HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS 
OF SINGAPORE, TURKEY, CYPRUS, UGANDA, ICELAND, ECUADOR, 

UAE, BURUNDI, PAKISTAN, ROMANIA, ARGENTINA, AND BRAZIL. 
GENERALLY SUPPORTING UNEP PROGRAM AND UPCOMING CONFERENCE 
ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS. AND EXPRESSING CONCERN ABOUT 
SPECIFIC LOCAL OR REGIONAL PROBLEMS-I.E., CYPRIOT 
REP SPOKE OF POLLUTION IN MEDITERRANEAN. BURUNDI REP OF 
ANTI-EROSION MEASURES AND PROBLEMS OF SHANTY-TOWNS AND
